Israelis Hit 
Arab Bases 
In Lebanon

TEL AVIV (AP) — Israel air force 
planes forced a libyan passenger 
airliner to crash-land in the occupied 
Sinai 
D esert today, 
a 
m ilitary 
spokesman said. About 70 persons 
were killed and 13 survivors were 
taken to a hospital, he added. 
The spokesman said rescue workers 
were at the scene of the crash at­ 
tempting to pull survivors out of the 
wreckage. 
The crash-landing was believed to be 
the first time a libyan aircraft has 
been caught in the Middle East dis­ 
pute. It came only 12 hours after 
Israeli commandos returned from a 
raid on seven Arab guerrilla bases in 
northern Lebanon. 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli com­ 
mandos raided two Arab guerrilla 
bases at the northern end of Lebanon 
today, more than IOO miles above the 
Israeli-Lebanese border. 
The Israeli military command said 
“dozens” of guerrillas were killed. The 
toll reported by guerrilla sources in 
lebanon ranged from 15 to 26, with 
more than BO wounded. 
Israeli said its only casualties were 
eight wounded, but a guerrilla leader 
said: “ Enemy losses were heavy, far 
more than the Israeli Radio is admit­ 
ting, and included a number of dead.” 
The guerrillas said the Israeli attack 
force num bered 350 troops and 
engaged the Arabs in “savage hand-to- 
hand fighting.”

Israel said the commandos struck an 
hour after midnight and destroyed 
installations and buildings. 
A guerrilla communique issued in 
Beirut claimed that two Israeli war­ 
ships bombarded the Nahr a1 Hared 
camp, killing “a large number of 
citizens, including many women and 
children.” 
The guerrillas said the fighting 
lasted more than two hours and Israeli 
jets flew protective cover during it. 
Newsmen from Beirut saw a cinder- 
block headquarters of the Al Fatah 
guerrilla organization at the Badawi 
camp that had been demolished and IO 
tin shacks nearby that also had been 
destroyed.

Meatless Days Asked 
To Combat High Costs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 
administration, disclosing that food 
prices last month took the biggest 
jump in a generation, says consumers 
might consider going meatless one day 
a week, or maybe switching from 
hamburger to cheese. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Hutz 
said Tuesday that retail food prices in 
January rose the most in 20to 25 years. 
'Hie increase, he told a farm meeting, 
will be announced later this week by 
the Bureau of tabor Statistics. 
On Capitol Hill, Arthur F. Burns, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, said consumers worried about 
the high cost of meat, might try cheese 
until President Nixon’s actions to curb 
food costs become effective. 
“I have nothing to suggest in the 
meantime except possibly that the 
American public will be just as well off 
if it spent less on meat and more on 
cheese,” Buras told a congressional 
committee. 
“On a purely voluntary basis, I think 
we would be just as well off if we had 
one meatless day a week,” Bums said.

BOSTON (AP) — In a move to cut 
spending and hold down prices, the 
Nixon adm inistration has halted 
purchases of dry milk supplied free to 
millions of needy Americans, the 
Boston Globe reported today. 
Stockpiles of the commodity are 
dwindling rapidly, and some of the 
260,000 Massachusetts residents who 
normally get the milk are being forced 
to do without, the Globe said. 
In a move initiated by the Office of 
Management and the Budget (OMB), 
the government halted purchases of 
nonfat dry milk in November after the 
price went up, the newspaper said. 
The newspaper quoted officials of 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture as 
saying, however, that the shortage is 
temporary and the government would 
resume purchases in a few weeks. The 
Globe said the officials expected that 
imports and a seasonal supply in­ 
crease would make more milk avail­ 
able. 
Dry milk is a major component of 
the surplus commodities normally 
distributed free to needy families, in­ 
cluding those on welfare, under a

by

The National Earthquake Center 
said the quake was centered in the 
northwest part of the city toward the 
Malibu Beach area, possibly offshore.

Nixon says that because the United 
States “stuck it out” in Vietnam, the 
chances for a lasting peace are better 
now than at any time since World War

The President chose an appearance 
before the South Carolina General 
Assembly Tuesday for his first full 
public address on the war since the 
signing of a cease-fire nearly four 
weeks ago. 


“Because of what we did in Viet­ 
nam,” the President said, “it is my 
firm conviction that the United States 
can now exercise more effective lead­ 
ership in the cause of world peace.” 
He said the war, while “terribly 
difficult,” was fought for a very high 
purpose “to prevent the imposition by 
force of a Communist government on 
the 17 million people of South Viet­ 
nam.” 


“That was our goal and we achieved 
that goal, and we can be proud that we 
stuck it out until we did reach that 
goal,” he added. 


Nixon said America has earned the 
trust of its allies and the respect of its 
adversaries because it demonstrated it 
was willing “to stand by a small weak 
country.”

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) -

Sirhan’s lawyers claimed in an 
appeal that police had searched his 
m other’s home unconstitutionally 
after the 1968 shooting and that there 
was new evidence he did not fire the 
fatal bullet. 
The court rejected the appeal 7-0 
without comment. Sirhan, 28, is ser­ 
ving a life sentence. He initially was 
condemned to execution but was 
resentenced after the California 
Supreme Court outlawed capital 
punishment. 
Kennedy was slain June 5, 1968, at 
the Hotel Ambassador in IiOS Angeles 
after winning the state’s Democratic 
presidential primary.

deterring the Communist nations from 
taking over the world, it will be due to 
one man, Admiral H. G. Rickover. 
This is the pertinacious fellow who sold 
the idea of the atomic submarine to his 
sometimes reluctant superiors, and 
who managed to make the 41 nuclear- 
armed and nuclear-propelled ships of 
our 
Polaris-Poseidon 
fleet 
an 
operating reality. Despite the military 
cutbacks inherent in SALT I and SALT 
II diplomacy, we shall keep at least 41 
nuclear subs, replacing some ten of 
them, perhaps, with the more ex­ 
pensive and more fearsome Trident 
type now on the drawing boards. The 
atomic submarine, which can lurk 
undetected under icecaps and close to 
continental shelves, gives the U.S. the 
missile-response 
“sufficiency” that 
should guarantee our physical life as a 
nation. 


But what of the personal patriotism 
needed to keep our morale strong 
behind our defenses? That, too, is a 
question that has concerned Admiral 
Rickover. As an employer of skilled 
personnell he became concerned in the 
post-Sputnik days with our educational 
methods, which seemed to him un­ 
forgivably slipshod. So, on his own 
time (which means in the off-hours 
after working a 12-hour day for the 
Navy), he investigated the Swiss 
schools and wrote a book comparing 
Swiss education to our own. Hie 
discovered the Swiss did the better job 
and said so. In another book he 
castigated American education as a 
“Natonal failure.” 


Our first nuclear-powered sub­ 
marine was called the Nautilus, but 
when it came to baptizing the 41 
vessels of the Polaris-Poseidon fleet 
the decision was to name them for 
famous historical figures. Normally, 
with the help of 41 bottles of cham­ 
pagne, that would have been that. But 
Admiral Rickover, again in his spare 
time after the normal 12-hour day, 
undertook to write a letter to Congress 
every time a new sub was launched. As 
the months and years went by 41 let­ 
ters accum ulated. G radually 
it 
became 
apparent 
that 
Admiral 
Rickover was busy writing nothing 
less than the story of the making of 
the American nation, done in terms of 
the biographies of the 41 distinguished 
men for whom the submarines were 
named. 
All told, this was back-breaking and 
m ind-stretching 
labor. 
The 
41 
biographies have just been collected 


into a book of 316 pages and published 
by the 
Government 
(as 
House 
Document No. 92-345) for sales price 
of $1.25. Anyone can get one from the 
Government Printing Office, or from 
15 book stores in the bigger U.S. cities 
such as New York, I/)s Angeles, 
Boston, Chicago, and Detroit. 
Naturally, the volume begins with a 
biographical appreciation of George 
Washington, who gave his name to the 
first P olaris subm arine in 1959. 
Washington, who served his country 
both as a general and as President 
without pay, would have appreciated 
Admiral Rickover, who has charac­ 
teristically waived the royalities on his 
book. As for the admiral, he knows 
enough about Washington to correct 
the idea that he had condemned any 
and all uses of alliances to help keep 
the 
peace. 
W ashington, 
who 
maneuvered under the protection of 
our French alliance 
(a 
French 
‘‘connection” worth having), to win an 
otherwise doomed revolutionary war, 
disliked the idea of ‘‘perm anent” 
alliances, but it was Thomas Jefferson 
who thought of all alliances as “en­ 
tangling” and was the first to use the 
pejorative word. 
Adm iral Rickover’s biographical 
essays all move toward one end, which 
is to tell the story of how a collection of 
colonies, some of them with few in­ 
terests in common, happened to be 
forged into a nation. What might be 
called the heart of the book is provided 
by the three linked essays on Henry 
Clay, Daniel Webster, and John C. 
Calhoun. Webster was the union man, 
Clay was the “great compromiser,” 
and Calhoun was the sectionalist. But 
even Calhoun, with his theory of the 
“concurrent majority” (let the sec­ 
tions have a veto on completely un­ 
palatable legislation that has nothing 
to do with the enumerated powers 
granted to the Federal Government), 
was doing his best to hold his country 
together 
A nationalist him self, 
Rickover wants to be sure we have a 
unified country standing behind his 41 
submarines. 
Recently hospitalized with a heart 
attack, the admiral has recovered. I 
called him to ask some details about 
his book, thinking that Washington’s 
birthday was good timing for a column 
about it. “I’m back on the job.” the 
admiral said, “and raising hell for 12 
hour a day. What else would you have 
me do?” 
What a m an ! Why not name the first 
Trident submarine after him?

Help! I am running into the problem 
of acne with my two adolescent 
children. 
I remember the nightmare it was to 
me and I hope there are new cures with 
all the recent advances in medicine.

Dear Mrs D : 
Acne is probably one of the most 
complicated problems for adolescents. 
I ne intertwining of the physical and 
emotional aspects of acne demand, 
therefore, the most arduous treat­ 
ment, coupled with the most sensitive 
understanding. 
There 
was a 
time 
when 
poor 
hygiene, and consequently infection, 
were considered the prime cause of 
acne. Sweets, too, were incriminated. 
Today there is greater knowledge 
about this common inflammation and 
infection of these baceous glands 
which lie underneath the skin. These 
glands normally produce an oily, fatty 
secretion which serves to lubricate the 
skin. 
More and more attention is being 
devoted to the hormone 
imbalance 
that occurs in puberty, in both boys 
and girls. This imbalance is thought to 
be one of the most important causes 
for persistent acne. 
Treatment is devoted to the in­ 
fections that occur secondarily on the 
skin. 
Antibiotics by mouth, and applied 


locally, are effective. 
Hormones, 
judiciously 
used, 
especially in girls, aid the control of 
difficult cases of acne. 
Scrupulous cleanliness, of course, is 
extremely 
important. 
Attempts to 
extrude blackheads and tiny cysts by 
pressure or scratching may result in 
further infection and eventual scarring 
of the skin. Too vigorous scrubbing of 
the skin, contrary to most attitudes, is 
harsh and can damage the outer layers 
of the skin. 
Some foods undoubtedly must be 
avoided. Nuts, chocolate, gravies and 
rich desserts have been implicated as 
possible causes. 
It is not unusual for girls to “break 
out” just before the time of the men­ 
strual period. 
Dermatologists have many excellent 
combined forms of treatment for the 
various grades of acne. 
Psychological 
support 
by 
the 
parents is most important. One must 
respect the teenager’s intense concern 
about this condition which can be so 
socially embarrassing. 
Many children are tempted by at­ 
tractive “mail order” advertisements 
that promise rapid cures. This should 
be discouraged because some of the 
harse medicines may result in further 
scarring of the skin. Some of these 
“guaranteed” home remedies can’ 
actually be hazardous.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 1973 
congressional catalog of consumer 
legislation has something for every 
American family. 
Measures now under consideration 
would expand federal regulation of 
business and would establish federal 
standards for food additives, tap water 
and auto insurance. 
Most of the bills are repeats of 
measures that were derailed or killed 
a year ago. 
Bills introduced so far include: 
No-fault auto insurance, providing 
automatic payment 
without a court 
fight 
for all reasonable m edical 
expenses and lost wages up to $50,000. 
Federal guidelines to .simplify 
wording of warranties and guarantees. 
Mandatory repair at automakers’ 
expense of all cars ordered recalled for 
safety defects. 
Federal requirements that food 
additives must be beneficial. 
Expanded Federal Trade Com­ 
mission powers to determine and halt 


unfair business practices. 
-Creation of a Consumer Protection 
Agency whose lawyers would present 
the public view before all federal regu­ 
latory agencies. 
—A requirement that all radios 
offered for sale have FM as well as AM 
receivers. 
—Federal quality 
standards for 
drinking water, including a grant 
program to upgrade deficient water 
supply systems. 
A requirement that businesses 
must furnish to anyone, upon request, 
documentation for advertising claims. 
Consumer advocates in both houses 
have given top priority to the FTC 
powers, w arranty, no-fault, and 
consumer agency bills.

U.S. officials kept their usual silence 
about Kissinger’s travels, but some 
privately say they anticipate a joint 
Washington-Peking announcement 
this week. 


The general expectation is a 
statement of a formal economic 
relationship, including establishment 
of trade missions in the two countries. 


Such an agency would be* the first

step 
toward 
actual 
diplomatic relations, and there are 
some officials who would not rule out 
an even more formal type of govern- 
ment-lo-government contact. 


Kissinger returned to Washington 
Tuesday afternoon and 
went 
im­ 
mediately to the White House for 
meetings with Nixon. 
The con­ 
sultations continued today. 
In addition to filling in the President 
on his meetings with Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung and Chinese Premier (Tiou 
Enlai, Kissinger went over his work in 
Hanoi and Tokyo during his ll days in 
Asia. 
Kissinger’s trip to the North Viet­ 
namese capital 
was considered 
beforehand as the most important part 
of his trip, and it resulted in creation of 
a joint economic commission to work 
on an aid program for the warbattered 
nation. 
The Hanoi stop also paid an unex­ 
pected dividend in the early release of 
20 American prisoners of war.

This was the third bill pocket- 
vetoed by the President last year to 
clear the Senate this session in a dis­ 
pute over whether the White House or 
Congress sets spending priorities. 
Nixon refused to sign the aid-for-the- 
agmg bill, along with others on 


providing aid fix* airports and public- 
works authorizations, saying Congress 
overspent and left hun no alternative. 
Congress has said, however, it 
should decide which programs are 
funded and which are not, and that 
Nixon's actions usurped its con­ 
stitutional rights.

Nixon, Meany 
Seek Accord 


M IAM I BEACH, Fla. (A P ) - 
President Nixon and labor chief 
George Meany appear to be moving 
toward a compromise on protectionist 
legislation aimed at reversing the 
massive U.S. deficit in foreign trade. 
After a 40-minute visit from Nixon 
Monday, most AFL-CIO leaders 
reserved judgment until they see what 
legislation the White House w ill 
propose. But Meany said Nixon’s 
approach so far was “very practical.” 
Nixon, who devalued the dollar IO 
per cent last week as a first step, 
reportedly told the labor leaders he 
would ask Congress for an array of 
options to bargain on a nation-by- 
nation basis, erecting barriers to im­ 
ports from nations that refuse to lower 
their trade walls to American 
products.

“ Whether we go along depends on 
the details,” added the president of the 
13.6 million member labor federation. 
A Meany aide said the air of com­ 
promise grew out of a Nixon move 
toward the protectionist demands of 
labor leaders who long have com­ 
plained that the declining U.S. position 
in world trade is eliminating American 
jobs. 
“ It’s an indication that some people 
are beginning to see the problem,” 
United Steelworkers President I. W. 
Abel said of Nixon’s current stance on 
foreign trade. 
But Abel, chairman of the AFL-CIO 
economic committee, said he could 
neither support nor endorse Nixon’s 
legislation until he sees the details.

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Cancer-Causing Chemicals Under Attack 


WASHINGTON (A F ) - A de­ 
ceptively simple federal law, on the 
books for 15 years, is behind a con­ 
troversy which could influence the 
health not only of Americans, but of 
people around the world. 


The haunting question, which ha3 
Imffled the world’s top scientists so 
far, is whether any amount—no matter 
how small—of a chemical that causes 
cancer in laboratory animals can be 
intentionally added to food without 
risk. 


The difficulty is that no one can say 
whether laboratory tests translate into 
danger to humans, and how much of 
any element poses a threat. 
Consumers and Congress are caught 
in the middle of the long-running 
debate between public-interest groups 
and the food and chemical industry. 


“ No congressman is going to be put 
in the position of voting for cancer,” 
said a high Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration official. “ I think we owe it 
to them to provide an escape route.” 


At the heart of the controversy is a 
1958 
amendment, 
the 
so-called 
Delaney Clause, to the Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act which reads in part: 


“ No additive shall be deemed to be 
safe if it is found to induce cancer when 
ingested by man or animals, or if it is 
found, after tests which are ap­ 
propriate for the evaluation of the 
safety of food additives, to induce 
cancer in man or animal ....” 
The law takes its name unofficially 
from Rep. James J. Delaney, D-N.Y., 
who pushed it through after five years 
of hearings on food chemicals. 
Twice before the law has come under 


attack in 1989 when the popular ar­ 
tificial sweetener cyclamate was 
banned, and again last year when the 
l i v e s t o c k - f e e d 
a d d i t i v e 
diethylstilbestrol (D KS) was ordered 
off the market. 


The loss to consumers has been 
minute, and relatively inexpensive. 
Alternatives were available in most 
cases although perhaps not as ef­ 
fective. 


DKS lias been banned only from 
livestock fees!. Fending results of still- 
secret Agriculture Department tests, 
the growth hormone can be used as 
ear-implant pellets although cattle are 
a month slower in reaching market 
weight. 
“ At this point in time,” says FDA 
Commissioner Charles C. Edward!, 
“ most of the damage that has been 


done* in tin* application of Delaney has 
been a commercial damage and not a 
consumer damage.” 
But federal regulators, businessmen 
and 
increasing 
numbers 
of 
congressmen are concerned that 
refined testing techniques may strike 
down more arid more food additives. 
Consumer groups are equally 
concerned that any modification of the 
law would expose more persons to 
cancer. 
Delaney has caused FDA to do some 
fancy stepping on selenium, an 
essential nutrient for man and 
animals. 
Almost two years ago the American 
Feed Manufacturers Association 
fietitioncd FDA for permission to use 
selenium in chicken, turkey and pig 
feed to overcome natural deficiencies 
in the Midwest and far Northwest. 
Solons Threat To Constitution? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A F )- Ohio’s 
American Civil Uberties chief claims 
the biggest threat to constitutional 
rights comes every time the General 
Assembly convenes. 
“ There are at least 500 bills in­ 
troduced each session that are a direct 
and immediate threat to the con­ 
stitutional rights of the people,” said 
36-year-old Benson Woman. 
The bills, he said, are sponsored by 
“ some well-meaning people seeking 
short cuts through the U.S. Con­ 
stitution.” The proposals involve 
“ massive data centers on citizens,” 
electronic wiretapping, limiting the 
rights of accused crim inals and 
general invasions of privacy. 
“ The legislators are pressured by 


numbers of lobbyists and citizens, and 
they see the measures as means of 
getting elected again,” he said. 
For the executive director of the 
ACLU in Ohio, “ Eternal vigilence is 
the price of having a legislature in 
session.” 
However, Wolman said, the Ohio 
General Assembly is not the only 
threat to constitutional rights. He put 
his finger on Congress and the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
“ I see threats from Congress 
regarding certain 
1st Amendment 
rights involving separation of church 
and state,” he says. “ I don’t take 
seriously attempts to get a national 
constitutional convention on parochial 
aid. 


Answers To Questions 


About Social Security 


Q. I have a friend whose only income 
is her monthly social security check. 
She has a son who was severely hurt in 
an accident when he was 19. He hasn’t 
been able to work since the accident, 
and there’s little chance he ever will. I 
thought I read that the recent changes 
in social security make her son eligible 
to get monthly checks too. Is this 
right? 


A. Yes. Beginning this year your 
friend’s disabled son and other people 
who became severely disabled after 
age 18 but before 22 may qualify for 
monthly social security payments if a 
parent is getting social security 
benefits or has died after having 
worked long enough under social 
security. Before, payments could be 
made to disabled sons or daughters 
only if the disability started before age 
18. Your friend and her son may visit 
any social security office to apply for 
benefits. 


Q. I’m enrolled in the medical in­ 
surance part of Medicare and I heard 
the annual deductible is going to in­ 
crease. Is this true? 


A. Yes. Beginning January 1st, the 
annual deductible under the medical 
insurance part of Medicare was in­ 
creased $10 — from $50 to $60. An in­ 
crease was necessary because of 
rising medical costs. 


Q. When I become 62 this year, I 
want to retire and get social security 
benefits, but I can’t find any document 
to prove my date of birth. Now what 
can I do? 


A. Get in touch with any social 
security office and the people there 
will be glad to help you. Although you 
may not have a copy of a birth or 
baptismal certificate, one of these may 
still be shown on official records. If 
not, there are other documents, such 
as a census record, a school record, or 
an insurance policy, that can be used 
to establish your age.

Restraints Set 


PISA, Italy (A F) — Workers are 
burying huge cement blocks around 
the Tower of Pisa as part of an 
emergency plan to save the tower if its 
lean suddenly worsens.

agency Tass has announced. 
Tass said Sunday the award was 
made for Podgorny’s “ great service to 
the Communist party and the Soviet 
state.” Podgorny has been a member 
of the party’s ruling Politburo since 
1960 and president since 1965.

The new complaints would bring to 
IO the number of murder charges 
against Herbert Mullin, 25, of nearby 
Felton. Thirteen murder victims have 
been discovered in this picturesque 
coastal resort area in the past six 
weeks. 
James said Monday he will seek new 
murder charges against Mullin in the 
shooting deaths of four teen-age boys 
at their forest campsite. 
The bodies were found Saturday by 
the brother of one of the victims. 
James said each of the four had been 
shot in the head with a small-caliber 
weapon. The six slayings with which 
Mullin was charged earlier were

with 
small 
caliber 
weapons. 


The sheriff said that, on the basis of 
the “ result of a laboratory comparison 
of bullets and shell casings found at the 
scene of the crime” he would ask Dist.

$3,000Repea I 
Limit Asked 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Removal 
of the $3,000 exemption limit now in 
effect untier the Ohio state income tax 
has been recommended by the Ohio 
Constitutional Revision Commission. 
The legislature already has a 
proposal to remove the exemption 
ceiling before it, but the commission, 
which met Monday, said it forwarded 
its recommendation to the legislature 
just to inform them how the com­ 
mission feels. 
The present income tax law allows a 
$500 exemption for an individual and 
the same amount for up to five depend­ 
ents. 
Most of the other proposals agreed 
on by the commission were technical 
in nature or intended to clarify existing 
sections of the constitution on matters 
of taxation.

Japanese Organized Crime 
Becomes Larger, Worrisome 


The major piece of floor action this 
week, the Ohio House of Represen­ 
tatives approved and sent to the Senate 
was a revenue sharing bill, which 
includes m assive assistance for 
vocational education programs, new 
recreational facilities throughout the 
state, and sp ecial transportation 
subsidies for the elderly and han­ 
dicapped. 


The bill calls for appropriating $92.2 
million for the remainder of the 
current biennium. This amount is 
based on 
the state's estimate of 
revenue it will receive from the federal 
government prior to June 30. 


The largest portion of the bill — $35.6 
million — is slated for matching funds 
for the construction of vocational 
education facilities. 


Another major portion of the bill — 
$18.5 million — is allocated for the 
Department of Natural Resources, for 
use in three major programs. 
The department proposes to spend 
$10.8 m illion on acquisition and 
developm ent of 
regional 
parks, 
recreational 
facilities and wildlife 
areas to be located within an hour of 
O hio’s 
m ajor 
cities. 
Twelve 
metropolitan areas are slated for such 
facilities. Another $5.65 million 
is 
slated for development of new state 
parks at Kelley’s Island, in Cuyahoga 
Valley and the Great Seal State Park 
at Chillicothe. The remaining $2.05 
million would be spent on smaller, non- 
park facilities throughout the state 
such as bicycle and hiking trails, 
cam ping facilities near interstate 
highway rest areas, a fish hatchery, 
and outdoor environm ental study 
areas. 
Within the Department of Trans­ 
portation’s $5 million request is $3.5 
million earmarked for bus fare sub­ 
sidies for the elderly and the han­ 
dicapped.

It doesn’t seem possible that the soil 
survey program has now been un­ 
derway for 3*2 years. The extensive 
study of the soil resources on the basis 
(rf type of soil, slope, erosion, drainage, 
depth to sands and gravels, bedrocks, 
and many other features began in 
July, 1969. 
In 1972 two full time Soil Resource 
Specialists, Norris L. Williams and 
James W. Kerr, along with two part 
time employees, Bruce Baessler and 
I-arry Munn, mapped and classified 
50,577 acres. With a tentative com­ 
pletion date of July, 1974 fast ap­ 
proaching, a total of 202,686 acres of 
the 324,480 acres has now been com­ 
pleted. To complete the remaining 
121,794 acres within the next year and 
a half additional personnel will be 
needed. William E. Iindauer, a recent 
graduate of Ohio State University, is 
now a full time employee with the 
survey crew. An additional employee 
is being considered for Pickaway 
County this spring.

and thus far have helped pay for 
special field studies and laboratory 
testing of 23 major soils.

Ohio Liquor Law Changes 
Recommended By So Ions 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
Proposals have been submitted to the 
Ohio legislature that would expand 
the powers of the state liquor director 
and relax some restrictions on liquor 
sales. 
The proposals were among several 
submitted Tuesday by a special 
legislative committee which has been 
studying Ohio liquor laws the past 
year. 
One recommendation would allow 
liquor Director Richard Gugenheim 
to limit the number of liquor permits in 
a given area. Gugenheim has said such 
a provision is needed to halt taverns 
concentrating in poor urban neigh­ 
borhoods. 
Other proposals would create a 
temporary liquor permit so charitable 
organizations could hold fund-raising 
cocktail parties or other events; 
permit sale of alcoholic beverages on 


election days, and allow hospitals and 
nursing homes to sell liquor to patients 
whose doctors consent and buy the 
liquor wholesale. 
other recommendations would: 
—Prohibit bottle clubs. 
—Impose strict fines against persons 
who obtain permits through third 
parties. 
—Impose fines of up to $1,000 for 
permit holders who possess liquor for 
resale that they bought at retail in 
order to evade tax examinations. 
—Remove restrictions for creation 
of liquor agencies in areas with no 
state liquor store, and grant authority 
to the liquor director to place the 
agencies where he thinks they are 
needed. 
—Allow the department to promote 
store m anagers to normally un­ 
classified 
supervisory 
positions 
without depriving them of their civil 
service status.

In the years after 1957, when the 
court first found obscenity beyond the 
protection of the 1st Amendment, a 
three-point test determined just what 
was obscene. 
The material, taken as a whole, must 
appeal to the prurient interest, said the 
court. It must affront community 
standards on sexual candor, 
and 
finally, the material must be “utterly 
without redeeming social value.” 
Ten years after the first decision, a 
short, unsigned opinion entitled 
Kedrup vs. New York seemed to undo, 
or at least cast doubt, on what went 
before. 
The opinion reversed a conviction 
for 
sale 
of 
allegedly 
obscene 
publications. Members of the court, it 
read, were of different minds on what 
constituted obscenity. 
'Die trend toward a more lenient test 
seemed to be supported in 1969 when 
the court voided the conviction of a 
Georgia man for 
possessing por­ 
nographic films in his home. 
'Hien came the 1971 Heidel decision. 
Writing for the majority, Justice 
Byron K. White reaffirmed the vitality 
of the original three-point test and the 
court’s findings in its first decision. 
The Heidel decision affirmed a con­ 
viction for sending obscene material 
through the mails—to a willing adult.

Northwestern Collects Comic Books 


EVANSTON, III. (AP) 
Time was 
wlien a kid had to sneak out of house 
and hide behind tlx* magazine racks in 
the corner drugstore to read about 
Thor, Korak, Green lantern and Sgt. 
Fury. 


Now the same comic books they had 
to read so covertly are showing up in 
the most hallowed university halls. 
At 
Northwestern 
U niversity, 
thousands of comic books are being 
catalogued in a gabled and vaulted 
section of Deering Library devoted to 
special collections. 
Unlike many colleges, however, 
which collect comic books for usa? in 
pop culture course, Northwestern’s 
collection, dedicated Feb. 7, is being 
preserved for scholars who will study 
the last half of the 20th century much 
as contemporary researchers now 
investigate the 19th century. 


“We live in a throwaway culture,” 
says W. Hussell May lone, curator of 
special collections. “ If .special efforts 
are not made to set this material aside, 
it will disappear.” 
Maylone says historians have just 
recently started looking at history’s 
intellectual and social aspects as 
worthy of scholarship. 
“Do you have any idea how many 
people first confront moral ideas in the 
pages of a comic book7” Maylone 
asks, digging a copy of “The In­ 
credible Hulk” from the clutter on his 
desk. 
Juan Cole, a religion major whose 
contribution in fall 1972 gave the 
collection a start of 1,100 organized 
and catalogued comics, says he first 
learned the words “symbiosis,” “con­ 
flag ratio n ,” 
“ invulnerable” 
and 
“ sycophant” as he followed his 
superheroes’ adventures. 
Maylone says the 
Northwestern 
collection, now 3,600 issues, is 
unusually complete because the 
contributors have been true collectors. 
“For the 110 titles we have so far, we 
have between 90 to 95 per cent of all the 
issues from 1962 to the present,” 
Maylone says, “and they’re all in mint 
condition.” 
Arlene Hoffman, a clerk in the 
Chicago Public Library system , 
learned of what Northwestern was 
doing and offered 1,000 comics. As he 
looked over her collection, Maylone 
found a price tag showing she recently 
paid $9 for the first issue of “XMen” 
published in 1963.

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Psychiatrist Says Women 
In Touch With Emotions 


NEW YORK (AP) 
More 
women 
should 
have 
been 
involved in the development 
of 
psychotherapy, 
one 
psychiatrist believe*. 
“The male psychoanalyst is 
the last person in the world fit 
to 
deal 
with 
feelings. 
Unemotional, he has turned 
people off to their emotions 
by his intellectual approach,” 
said Dr. Daniel 
Cashel, a 
past 
president 
of 
the 
American 
Society 
of 
Psychoanalytic 
Physicians. 
“Women are more healthy. 
They are emotionally honest. 
They have realized for years 
that individuals need love and 
bonding to other people who 
care about them. They know 
they feel pain although a 
male 
psychiatrist, 
ap­ 
proaching the emotion in­ 
tellectually, 
calls 
it 
‘depgresion’ anti prescribes 
medication.” 
Dr. Cashel, a classically 
trained psychiatrist, was one 
of the first men in the East to 
become involved in a group 
therapy as an alternative to 
one-on-one therapy. Now he is 
involved 
with 
the 
Casriel 
Institute of Group Dynamics 
and AREBA ( Accelerated 
Reeducation of Emotions, 
Behavior and Attitudes) for 
addicts. 
First he applied the group 
therapy 
process to drug 
addiction 
in 
the 
pioneer 
programs at Day top Ixxige 
and Village. 
‘‘Many of my friends and 
colleagues thought that I was 
‘ill-advised’ to say the least 
and, 
to 
say 
the 
worst, 
malicious and irresponsible,” 
Casriel recalled. He said he is 
successful in rehabilitating 80 
per cent of drug addicts he 
treats. 
In 
his 
private 
practice, 
about nine years ago Casriel 
became convinced that one- 
to-one psychotherapy wasn’t 
helping many people. 
The 
process took too long and was 
much too expensive, he said. 
“We live in a character 
disordered 
society. 
As in­ 
dividuals, we usually lack 
access to the deepest level of 
our emotions and feelings. I 
believe 
expressions 
of 
repressed feelings fosters 
better 
mental 
health,” 
Casriel added. 
One 
of 
the 
ways 
the 
psychiatrist has developed to 
release repressed emotion is 
scream therapy, desiribed at 
length in his new book, ‘‘A 
Scream Away From Hap­ 
piness.” 
‘‘Screaming 
is 
an 
emotional exercise that frees 
the individual from symp­ 
tomatic pain and leads to the 
deeper 
feelings 
he 
has 
disguished,” Casriel said. 
“Once the real emotions are 
out in the open, an individual 
can 
deal 
with 
them 
and 
gradually regain his lost 
human heritage.”

Gen. 
Charles Francis Hoe, who 
was a lieutenant on the scene 
at little Big Horn right after 
the famous battle. In fact the 
canteen exhibited is thought 
to have been Custer’s own, 
right down to the wide yellow 
ribbon handle for which he 
was known. 
Abbe sees the Indian trend 
as part of “a revival of in­ 
terest in the Indian” begun by 
young people at a time when 
Americans are beginning to 
realize “the Indian may not 
have been well treated.” 
“We are in the mood to see 
the Indian less as a warring 
savage, and more as one who

Supreme Court today granted the 
states considerable leeway from the 
one-man, one-vote standard in ap­ 
portioning their legislatures.

fixing 
a 
precise 
mathematical formula, the justices 
ruled 5 to 3 that the deviations from 
perfect equality can be greater than in 
the drawing of U.S. congressional 
districts. 
Justice William H. Rehnquist spoke 
for the court as it upheld all but one 
minor facet of a 1971 apportionment by 
Virginia’s General Assembly. The 
case was the first to reach the high 
court under the 1970 census.
